Materials Used Ancient and Medieval Times for Writing 
Materials---Origin Present Art Paper Manufacture 


OST inventions and develop- 
ments importance have 

need some kind. And the origin 
paper was the response desire 
for the recording human events. 
Previous its use, history was 
handed down first tradition, then 
hieroglyphics representing men, 
animals, birds, plants, etc. Tablets 
clay, carefully baked, were used 
which transcribe the literature and 
history ancient nations such 
Chaldea.and Assyria. one such 
tablet, now the British Museum, 
recorded proposal marriage writ- 
ten about 1530 C., from one the 
Pharaohs, asking for the hand the 
daughter Babylonian king. Forty 
years later, 1491 C., the Ten Com- 
mandments were graven stone tab- 
lets. 

Ancient Inscriptions 


Most the ancient obelisks 
which were carved

ments and valorous deeds, have long 
since crumbled. But few notable 
examples are still preserved mu- 
seums and parks, the Cleopatra’s 
Needle which stands near the Metro- 
politan Museum here New York, 
and one Chicago, transported there 
sections recent years, are two 
seen this country.

from the papyrus plant. 

This reed grew vast quantities 
the stagnant pools that were left 
the annual inundations the Nile. 
The plant consisted single stem 
Growing around this stem was fi- 
brous spongy substance from which 
the paper was made. The fibrous lay- 
ers were removed from the plant, 
spread out board and moistened, 
alternate layers being laid over one 
another crosswise. 


Reaches High Development 


These sheets were pressed, dried, 
beaten, and polished with smooth 
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shells stones. The Papyrus 
Egypt was brought high state 
perfection and its use had been ex- 
tended over most the civilized 
world, constituting the principal 
source wealth the Egyptians. 

However, consequence the con- 
quest Egypt the Saracens, about 
650 D., the commerce with Rome 
was seriously interrupted, and the 
general use papyrus gave place 
other materials which already had 
been tried the effort find satis- 
factory substitute, the demand for 
papyrus had always exceeded the 
supply. 

Substitutes for Papyrus 


Among these substitutes used were 
corn husks and stalks, hemp, cotton, 
wool, gutta percha, refuse tan bark 
after had been used for tanning 
leather, hops, banana tree, aloe, spar- 
tum, etc. Spartum, which later was 
called esparto, native southern 
Spain and northern Africa, wiry 
grass which harvested and packed 
bales for export, its use being indi- 
cated early 216 C., and still 
employed largely paper making 
European 

Parchment and Vellum 

Parchment followed, made from the 
skins sheep and goats. manu- 
script written human skin 
ancient librarian; and also ele- 
gant copy the Bible believed have 
been written the skin woman.

Good Binding Job

started properly the composing 
room, made the proper size, and 
allowance made for proper margins 
for the pamphlet the book. 


Should Consider Weight Paper 


When the printer gives estimate 
job, should take into con- 
sideration the kind and the weight 
does not know the number pages 
which the forms should folded, 
should consult with the binder. 


order make nice folding job 
and insure accurate folding and 
register, paper should folded with 
the grain, and the grain should run 
lengthwise the book. 


Guides Must Right 


Then again, the printer should get 
the bookbinder make sample 
page the signature showing the 
folio and guides for his margin. The 
variations folding machines and the 
different guides that are required 
make imperative that the printers’ 
guides, such head and gripper 
guides, should the same they 
will the folding machine. the 
printer, his work getting the 
form, wi!l carry out this much the 
see that good registered job, without 
any defects, carried out. Coopera- 
tion these details absolutely 
necessary either pamphlet binding 
edition birfding, because both, 
this point, are identical. 

Now the burden becomes the book- 
binder’s. For instance, pamphlet 
binding, there are different styles, 
such saddle wire stitched, cut flush; 
side wire stitched; leaves glued on, 
cut flush; sewed sections; covers glued 
and cut flush; double silk-stitched, 
cut flush. Then there are the same 
described pamphlets, with extensions 
squared, covers overlapped. 

all depends what particular 
use the pamphlet going put. 
saddle wire-stitched pamphlet, for 
example, should not, opinion, 
contain more than certain number 
instance, report.

When the printer works 
harmony with the book- 
binder, keeps him advised 
his wants, and accepts the 
benefits his expert knowl- 
edge his own work, 
workmanlike job assured, 
which will satisfy the custo- 
mer and reflect credit the 
printer and binder alike. 


While they cost trifle more per 
thousand, extension edges, cover ex- 
tended, add greatly the appearance 
book. When you come cata- 
cheaper basis, and sometimes the cus- 
tomer does not care how many pages 
the saddle book catalogue contains, 
just the price low. 


Inside Binding Margins 


order make this kind 
book look right, the printer must take 
into consideration the inside binding 
margins the form, and see that 
these are properly made the 
form. all know, the thicker the 
catalogue is, the closer the margin 
should the center form. Often 
have noticed, where provision has 
been made for drawing the binding 
margins closer, that the trimming 
the book the center forms has re- 
sulted catching the printing the 
center forms and not touching the 
edges the front and back pages, 
where margins had close. 


The binder very often charged 
with head lines and running heads 
form not having the same margins. 
This sometimes caused improper 
back-up forms. Every form that 
printed the press should printed 
with push and pull guide. the 
form run the press with push 
guide, the back-up this form should 
with pull guide. Therefore, you 
will see that both sides form and 
guides that will fit the folding machine 
used. the form does not back 
properly, because the form 
not locked right. Frequently the 
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job that not backed properly 
does not fold properly. 

When from the pamphlet 
binding that type binding known 
edition work, here again the book- 
binder plays very important part. 
the printer will only consult with him, 
will find his advantage. 

have seen some very interesting 
books that were printed fine 
grade paper but whose binding was 
slighted order save few cents. 
This great mistake. You have 
heard the old saying: “Put good suit 
clothes man, and good pair 
shoes, and make him look like some- 
one.” 

Use nice piece cloth imitation 
leather and with the proper decora- 
tions the cover and you will have 
nicely bound book—something attrac- 
tive, something that will draw the eye. 


Some Precautions 


The same conditions apply the 
signatures edition book apply 
saddle stitched pamphlet. Very 
often, order hold down where 
very heavy paper was used have 
seen the forms made page 
signature, pages backed 
pages. When the book was folded, 
sewed and trimmed, ready for the 
rounding and backing, the front 
the book, account these condi- 
tions, showed the rounding 
the book because the signature was too 
heavy and would not curve with the 
rounding the book. 

The proper joining books the 
rodboard, the cover put the 
book, very important. This the 
final stage the binding, and the 
joints are nice and straight and the 
book put into the rodboards properly, 
the book has very neat appearance.

From that printers and 
binders might infer that business goes 
indefinitely, and, judging from the 
expansion recent years, that suc- 
cess assured. The number 
printers and binders, both large and 
small, that have failed that time, 
however, warning, and giv- 
ing interpretation it. 

Unlike the medieval days when, 
written longhand, elaborately dec- 
orated, and ornately bound covers 
brass and ivory, books were pro- 
duced Monks the cloisters 
abbey, production cost today the 
most important factor. can say 
poor dub indeed who does not 
know within few cents the ac- 
curate cost the different operations 
his plant, but convinced that 
ignorance costs has been the cause 
many the failures which 
have witnessed during late years. 


Tax Returns Benefit 


Along this line the federal income 
tax return has been blessing many 
businesses. Careful accounts must 
kept satisfy the tax examiners, and 
spite himself the printer and 
binder profits from careful 
analysis. The cost system the Na- 
tional Typothete America has 
helped greatly, and some such set 
accounts must kept. Our own 
experience may prove interesting 
some, comical others, only dull 
the rest. 

When Jacob North, the founder 
the firm, passed away twenty-seven 
years ago, and the plant was com- 
pletely destroyed fire three days 
later, seemed almost impossible 
rebuild the business. Second-hand 
machinery played important part 
our rise from the ashes, and even 
this was mortgaged and paying 
per cent interest. Notes were given 
for stock and paper until were 
debt $10,000 for that alone. you 
may guess, our heavier creditors came 
with long faces. Ours were even 
longer offered turn the plant 
over them, but were allowed 
continue. 

found that our system 
answering immediately every demand 
for settlement with small payment 
frank letter explaining exactly 
our status had built credit for us. 
This confidence was all that saved 
and helped pull through, the four

Remember 
that was when big job required 
scouring the city for bindery girls, 
who folded the work for cent per 
hundred folds.

Class Heavy Machinery—all man’s 
work, like cutting, backing, emboss- 
ing, Class Forwarding—mak- 
ing boards, cutting leather, rounding 
and finishing, mostly men’s work; 
Class Small Machines—perforat- 
ing, stitching, 
punching, etc.; Class All Girls’ 
Hand Work—gathering, tipping, cov- 
ering pamphlets, gumming, lining, 
etc.; folding machines; sewing ma- 
chines, and ruling. 


More Guesswork 


Every minute accounted for, and 
You cannot beat the system, for 
workman cuts down his time one 
thing, goes some place else. 
For example, had new pressman

who seemed wizard. the end 
the month found his hour cost 
had nearly doubled. Your business 
becomes intensely interesting when 
handled this way, and you have 
killed the greatest bugbear many 
printers—guesswork about details 
your business. 

Another point want emphasize 
with regard low bids work. 
good kid yourself into think- 
ing you will come out all right 
you’ve under-estimated the cost. And 
further, don’t think these losses can 

Eliminating Waste Time 

try, the other hand, 
eliminate all waste time and have 
things run smoothly through the 
plant. Every ticket before going into 
the plant has the stocks, special ink, 
electros, kind cover and other data, 
marked with order numbers and the 
orders have the ticket numbers 
them. cannot allow our workmen 
figure out the stock and perhaps 
hold the presses. obviate de- 
partmental contentions the stock must 
the press rooms before the forms 
are there, and the pressmen deliver 
the finished work the bindery every 
day, matter whether they are ready 
for not. Any scrap paper larger 
than three and one-half five 
wrapped and labeled and record kept 
the office. 

There little new all this, and 
not claiming for our plant any 
unusual success, but the things have 
mentioned pulled out the condi- 
tion which described, while others 
have failed after more favorable be- 
ginnings. merely message 
other binders who may feeling 
that times are little close and look-. 
ing for help the way out.

can our association stimu- 

late interest membership 
the part the small binder?” the 
first question which comes into 
mind is. “What small binder?” 
the North and East, shop with 
small equipment and just few em- 
ployees may not given much con- 
sideration. Compared with some 
the Eastern plants, small binder may 
plant with $25,000 $50,000 
invested machinery and equipment. 


Factor the Trade 


our section (the Southwest) 
have number very small binders, 
such some call “bedroom” “loft” 
binderies. While these are not large 
factors and not secure great deal 
work, still they are consid- 
ered. They can offer clean competi- 
tion they can hurt the whole indus- 
try. Then, too, all have had 
begin, and most small way. 
can develop these along the 
right lines, the entire industry will 
benefited. 

There also the slightly larger con- 
cern, such would call medium- 
sized binder; one with one two sew- 
ing machines, power cutters, rounding 
and backing machines, and ample 
presses, punches, etc., produce sev- 
eral thousand books pamphlets 
day. This would still smaller than 
the one unit plant, which under- 
stand equipped produce four 
five thousand books day. 

These two classes binders, the 
very small one and the one which has 
gotten good start, are both factors, 
and are small enough big enough 
almost ruin the industry. But 
aided and they have the right code 
ethics, and try get the right 
prices, the entire industry will benefit. 

Can Progress Faster 

What does the association now of- 
fer the small binder? There seem 
two main reasons for belonging 
association any kind. One 
get help, avoid the pitfalls 
others; progress faster, and 
make profit better profit. The 
other help the industry. Most 
belong primarily get help, 
but many for both purposes. 
can get the benefit the other fel- 
low’s experience, helps us, and 
can help the other fellow 
make competition and fairer prices, 
also help ourselves.

What can the association help 
the small binder? seems work 
along the following lines would val- 
uable: 

Can Teach Cost System 


The association can constantly urge 
even the smallest binder install 
cost system and follow implicitly. 
can try educate binders 
what fair price for their products. 
Some binders take jobs low prices 
just keep their plant going, with 
the hopes that volume will make 
profit. Others reduce their prices 
some jobs, and hope make 
others. But believe that the ma- 
jority who charge too low prices are 
just “cost-ignorant” and would like 
helped. 

this connection, read very 
fine article the July 1927 
BINING MAGAZINE Mr. 
Huebbe Oakland, California. 
said, 

“There little doubt that the price- 
shading evil the greatest problem 
confronting the bookbinding industry 
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today. believe the average binder 
wants make fair margin profit 
from his efforts and his investment. 
our section, lack concrete cost 
facts big factor inducing price- 
cutting. Most small bookbinders—and 
most are small—keep real 
cost-accounting system. Some keep 
system all. 


Guessing and Proving 


“There vast difference between 
guessing that such and such price 
will return fair profit, and proving 
cost accounting that will return 
profit. can not expect watch 
the income and outgo cash the 
register ascertain whether not 
are making profit. 

believe that very small and me- 
dium-sized bookbinders need 
system just much the big fel- 
low, basis which can de- 
termine prices that will net him 
profit. not hold against shop 
get job away from because 
his price lower, makes fair 
margin profit from the job. 
can turn out the job less expense 
than luck with him. Therein 
lies the life trade. But cuts 
the price without cutting his cost 
doing the job, both lose. wears 
out his equipment for nothing, and 
lose chance make net profit. 


The Danger Yielding 


shade price somewhat when one 
knows that the bid strictly com- 
petitive one and that the shop not 
running full time. desirable 
have least enough work the place 
keep the men busy. But the 
bookbinder weakens the inclination 
once, the customer expects the next 
time, and the first thing the shop 
owner knows has gained reputa- 
tion for price-shading, and his cus- 
tomers expect have two prices 
quoted, the regular and the confiden- 
tial. This not only injures the shop 
which does the cutting but all others 
well, because prevents those who 
are holding out for regular profit 
from getting the job, and leads the 
customer believe that the industry 
run price-shading basis.” 

isn’t easy for small binders 
run cost system, and sometimes 
difficult secure the necessary infor- 
mation for rightly installing one. 
urging all binders maintain cost 
system and lending every reasonable

Problems That Confront the Medium-Sized Library Binder Serving 
Smaller Institutions---Thoughts Workmanship and Service 


ROBERT MOTTER 


President, Motter Bookbinding Company, Muskogee, Okla. 


ANY the problems that con- 

front the Library Bookbinder 

Oklahoma are, doubt, 

very little different from those met 

and overcome bookbinders other 
parts the country. 

However, when you consider the 
fact that Oklahoma was proclaimed 
state less than twenty years ago, and 
that all its libraries and schools are 
comparatively new, you will realize 
some measure that Library Bookbind- 
ing Oklahoma not without its 
hardships. 


Small Libraries Majority 


For Oklahoma, the Library 
Bookbinder pioneer and, like all 
pioneers, doubtless encounters 
ficulties that you the older states 
have, perhaps, overcome and forgot- 
ten. The small libraries are greatly 
the majority the state, and while 
small libraries present great fields for 
future growth sometimes difficult 
swing them into line for immediate 
business. 

You all know that takes great 
deal conscientious work the part 
the bookbinder teach the librari- 
ans these smaller institutions the 
value rebound book. They are 
not all them trained and experi- 
enced are the librarians the 
larger institutions, and not once 
recognize and appreciate good book- 
binding. 

Regular Funds for Binding 


Another fact that great many 
the smaller institutions have 
regular funds set aside for binding, 
and consequence they are always 
hoping that the next “Board meet- 
ing” money will allowed for this 
work. Sometimes takes years 
hoping. 

Textbook and Library Legislation 


Several years ago, bill was passed 
our Legislature, providing for free 
text books for our state. the last 
session this law was repealed, having 
been operation for scarcely two 
years. Needless say that any hopes 
may have had rebind any 
these text books died with the bill. 

the last session our Legis- 
lature, another bill providing for 
County Libraries was defeated, for 
several more years the cotton farmer 
will have get his bedtime stories 
over the and the bookbinder his 
bread and butter from other sources,

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grow and with our help become alive 
the fact that Library Bookbinding 
economic necessity them, we, 
too, shall come into our own. 

And now for our principles, right 
here, while properly warmed up, 
should like say that not agree 
with some Library Bookbinders who 
advertise too strongly the pretention 
that they can make dilapidated and 
worn-out books good new. 
doubt can all—to some degree—do 
this, but would not far better for 
endeavor put over the truth, 
—that the books should sent the 
bindery while there bookbinder, 
resulting economy the long run 
for the Librarian? 

Another thing which strongly 
believe that WORKMANSHIP 
much not more importance 
the librarian than our price list, and 
that should not lose sight that 
fact even the press the keen com- 
petition our business. 


Must Co-operate with Librarians 


And promptness completing work 
also highest importance. our 
opinion, and doubt you are all with 
this, the Librarian’s books are 
her stock trade, and hold 
these too long the bindery, are 
making just that much harder for 
her give her patrons service. 

strive for better workman- 
ship and service, just our Oklahoma 
cities strive for population. Not any 
miracle—not even the miracle oil— 
has made Tulsa the metropolis the 
Southwest, but the persistent efforts 
its Chamber its civic 
bodies, and the endeavors its citi- 
zens general. This not meant 
boost for Tulsa, but rather 
Oklahoma lesson, indicating what may 
accomplished persistent effort 
over period years, and believe 
that invariably holds true regard- 
less whether applied gaining 
population bettering the lot the 
Library Bookbinder.

Until late the 18th century all 
paper was hand-made. machine for 
making paper endless web in- 
stead sheets, heretofore done 
hand, was constructed French 
paper maker about 1799. But for 
want capital his invention made 
little progress until 1801, when 
secured financial backing England, 
which removed his model. His 
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plan was perfected Bryan Donkin 
and 1804 the Fourdriniers, London 
stationers, purchased the patents and 
machinery.

Supreme Court found that while the 
refuse from the paper mills pollut- 
ing the water, has not been shown 
that constitutes nuisance which 
menace public health. That the 
pollution may have damaged the carp 
was admitted, but the pollution was 
not deemed poisonous fish life. The 
opinion pointed out that the paper 
mills have investment about 
$15,000,000 against small investment 
the Carp Pond Company.
